Doth  0a,nita.ry  Inspectors  are  full-tine  in  the  enploynont  of 
the  Council.  The  Senior  Ca.nitary  Inspector  is  also  IPodont  Officer, 
by  arraiigonont  v.'ith  the  County  Council i Inspector  under  the  Fetrolcun 
Acts,  and  Hackney  Carriage  Inspoctor, 

The  Clerical  Stc.ff  to  5th  July,  1948  wore  as  shewnj  frac  that 
date  the  Sts.ff  was  joint  for  o.ll  throe  Urban  Authorities  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Office  and  consists  of  one  Senior  Chief  Clerk  and 
four  go  nor  a 1 c lor  !:s  .

During  the  year  the  rxiiii  laboratory  v\ras  transferred  fron  the 
University  of  hb.nchcstor  to  the  Regional  Fubllc  Health  Lr.boratory  at 
Monsc.ll,  s.nd  nost  of  the  vrork  is  carried  out  there,  but  the  Stockport 
Infirmry  Fathologico.l  Departnont  and  the  I'atho logical  Laboratory, 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  Stockport  s.ro  still  avr.ilablo ? 

The  Public  Health  Laborc-tory  service  navr  undertakes  all  the 
exaninations  free  of  coot  to  the  Council,  whore  required  for  the 
prevention,  ascortainnent  or  control  of  infectious  diseases.

Up  to  the  4th  July,  1948,  the  St.  John /inbuls.nce  Brigade  carried 
out  the  vrork  in  this  area,  the  District  Council  providing  garage 
acc  con  oda  t ion. 


Fron  the  5th  July  the  service  wa.s  toJnen  over  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council,  cnid  is  adniniotcrod  at-  the  Divisional  level*  During 
the  day  two  ambulances  are  stationed  at  Wilnslov;,  and  at  night  one  of 
those  ambulances  is  gevraged  at  Alder  ley  Edge,  the  ambulance  driver 
residing  next  door  to  the  anbulanco.  At  Cheadle  there  are  tvro 
ambulances  maintained  by  the  St.  John  lia'abulo.nco  Brigade,  who  ccjrry 
out  the  service  on  s.  contract  bs.sis.

In  connection  -^vith  the  above  Statistical  Record,  all  action  necessary  to 
renedy  the  defects  set  out  was  confined  to  the  Rublic  Health  Act* 

Generally  speaking  it  was  found  to  be  easier  to  get  works  done 
during  the  year  than  had  been  the  case  in  the  previous  year* 

In  addition  to  the  visits  set  out  in  the  Statistical  Record 
a further  497  houses  wore  inspected,  ncasured  and  recorded  in  accordance 
xvith  the  Overcrowding  Provisions  of  the  Housing  Act*  There  were  no 
serious  cases  of  overcrowding  anongst  those  houses  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act* 


In  connection  with  the  vrork  under  the  Infests.tion  Oder,  the 
Council's  rat  catcher  nas  carried  out  aroatrionts  in  a ccorde.ncG  with  the 
table  sot  out  below*  Your  Council  decided  to  adopt  a fre-e  service  to 
dwelling  houses  in  the  district*  The  sowovage  system  T/vas  tested  for 
the  presence  of  rats  s.nd  this  yielded  negative  results*  Most  of  the

In  connection  vith  the  exanination  of  neat  and  ether  foods, 
the  table  sot  out  in  Girculc.r  s/d-d  does  not  apply  to  this  district 
as  it  is  not  a R ^i'^nal  31o.u 'htorhouso  Area  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food  scherso  h'OW'over,  560  lbs«  of  nutton  v/ere  condonnod  as  being 
unfit  for  the  retail  trade.  This  fomod  the  remains  of  the 
carcases  of  eight  sheep  vihich  were  run  down  on  a railv/ay  line  which 
tro.vorses  this  district#  Approxh lately  140  lbs«  of  this  nutton  were 
sent  into  the  Ministry  of  Food  Depot  to  be  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes. 

Sene  51  pigs  wore  slaughtered  in  the  district  under  the  Self- 
suppliers  Schonc  oporatc'd  by  the.  Ministry  of  Food.  All  these 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  consumption*
